The correspondence also 
included other matters relat- 
ing to the campaign. 
Symington defeated Kem in 
the 1952 election after winning 
from former State Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor in the 
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Democratic primary. Kem de- | 
feated two political unknowns | 


in the Republican primary. 

Justice Department Complaint. 
Statements of contributions 

in the senatorial campaigns were 


made available to the grand 
jury, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, after the Justice Depart- 


ment complained it had been 
unsuccessful in efforts to ob- 
tain similar campaign statemengs 
filed by candidates for United 
States Representative in 1952. 


The failure to obtain the docu- 
ments was reported by the'| 
Post-Dispatch last week. 

The current investigation was |

penditures in the Symington- 
Taylor primary campaign were 
made in 1952 by both a federal 
grand jury and the United 
States Senate Elections Com- 
mittee. 

The separate inquiries fol- 
lowed charges made by lieu- 
tenants of the two candidates 
that the other side had vio- | 
lated election laws. Both in- 
quiries ended without any defi- 
nite conclusions. 

Intolerable, Judge Says. | 

In ordering the inquiry re- | 
sumed, Judge Moore said ex- | 
cessive and illegal use of mon- 
ey in elections has become “‘in- 
tolerable.” He directed the. 
grand jurors to “find out what 
has been done by _ industrial- 
ists, munitions makers, labor | 
unions and lobbyists in Wash- 
ington in an attempt to influ- 
ence elections in our state.” 

The grand jurors first asked 
the Justice Department to ob- 
tain the campaign records for 
them. When the department 
was slow in complying with the 
request the foreman wrote di- 
rectly to the Senate and House 
last Wednesday, the  Post- 
Dispatch was told. Judge Moore 
indorsed the request. | 

The grand jury also had 
sought to obtain contributions | 
and expenditures in behalf of | 
specific candidates for the 
House from the Eastern District | 
of Missouri. 

Judge Moore declined to com- 


ment on the jury's efforts to 
obtain the records.

District, reported they fired at 
close range when Meyer rushed

mer after shouting he would 
kill them. Police were told 
that Meyer, 71 years old, had 
been treated for hardening of 
the arteries and had appeared 
mentally disturbed, 

Sgt. Kern and Schauwacker, 
who went ta the house in re- 
sponse to a telephone call, were 
met outside by Mrs. Olive Juh- 
lemberg and Mrs. Edward Bux- 
baum, daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Meyers. 

Heard Mother Scream. 

Mrs. Buxbaum, of 336 East 
Carrie avenue, told the officers 
she had heard her mother 
screaming, “Oh Jack, don’t do 
that.” Mrs. Juhlemberg, of 342 
East Carrie, had called police. 

The policemen entered the 
rear of the Meyer home. Mrs. 
Meyer, 70 years old, was on the 
kitchen floor. Her husband, de- 
scribed as a tall, powerfully 


built man, knelt over her, slash- | 
| ing his 


wife’s throat with a 
pocket knife and battering her 
head with a hammer. He also 
struck himself repeated blows 
on the head with the hammer, 
the officers reported. 

On observing the policemen, 
Meyer shouted, “Get out, or 
I'll kill you,” the officers said. 
He then got to his feet and ad- 
vanced toward the officers. 

“I drew my revolver and 
warned him not to rush us, or 
we would be forced to shoot,” 
Kern told a reporter. “He 
stopped and retreated a few

Connor Accused Police. 


Bradshaw had told authori- 
ties that Connor, who last April 
brought charges of brutality 
against Kirkwood police. had

Connor was taken into cus- | 


'tody following a meeting yes-| 


,terday at a Clayton attorney's 
office at which he was reported 
to have offered to “finance a 
trip out of town’ for the wit- 
nesses against Bradshaw in re- 
turn for “information about the 
Kirkwood police department.” 
The conversation was  over- 
heard by two assistant prose- 
cuting attorneys in an adjoin- 
ing room. 

Although the state statute 
under which Connor is charged 
describes the offense of at- 
tempted bribery as a misde- 
meanor, it fixes the punishment 
upon conviction at a fine of 
$100 or up to two years im- 


prisonment in the state peni- 
| tentiary. 
After issuance of the war- 


rants, Connor was booked and 
released on bonds of $1000 on 
each charge. A hearing was set 
for next Thursday before Mag- 
istrate Lewis. 
Neighbor Listens In. 

Bradshaw, who lives in Des 
Peres, told the prosecuting at- 
torney that about a month ago 
Conner asked to see him “about 
the police department.” A meet- 
ing was arranged at Bradshaw's 
home, with a neighbor listening 
through an air duct in the base- 
ment 

Connor, it was _ reported, 
offered to keep the two wit- 
nesses from testifying about the 
alleged beating, if Bradshaw 
would reeval all he knew about 
Kirkwood police matters 

Bradshaw said he made an 
appointment with Connor, 
who was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for city councilman this 
spring. Connor was especially 
interested in obtaining infor- 
mation about Kirkwood Police 
Chief Kenneth Peek, Bradshaw

—Congress approved and sent 
to the White House today a 
compromise 33 - billion-dollar 
highway construction bill 

President Eisenhower is ex- 
pected to sign the bill promptly. 

The House approved the bill 
first by voice vote without a 
“nay” being heard. The Senate 
vote was 89 to 1. Senator Rus- 
sell B. Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
cast the only opposing vote. 

The measure contains author- 
ity to start work on a 41,000- 
mile interstate superhighway 
network and provides for tax 
increases on gasoline, tires and 
trucks to help pay for it. The 
House and Senate passed dif- 
fering versions of the highway 
legislation earlier. The revised 
bill is one which compromises 
their differences. 

Of the. $32,900,000,000 
authorization in the bill, 
500,000,000 would be spent for 
an interstate network of roads 
to link most state capitals by 
1969. The federal government 
would pay 90 per cent of the 
costs of $24,800,000,000. 

Taxes on gasoline would be 
raised one cent a gallon. 
would be taxed an extra three 
cents a pound and an extra 2 
per cent would be added to the 
taxes on the price 
busses and trailers. The taxes 
would take effect next Sunday.

The average motorist — one 
who drives 10,000 miles a year 
would be taxed an extra 


$8.60 a year under the bill. But 
it was estimated that he would 
save one penny a mile for every 
mile he travels on the new su- 
perhighways. 

The bill also carries authority 
to build $5,100,000,000 worth of 


primary and secondary -roads 
over the next three years. The 
cost of these roads would be 


split evenly by the federal and 
state governments.

MOSCOW, June 26 
United States Air Force Chief 
of Staff Gen. Nathan Twining 
today saw Russian scientists 
test jet engines and teach the 
students who will design new 
warplanes, He called it the 
“best day I’ve had so far” on 
his tour of Soviet air installa- 
tions. 

Twining and aviation experts 
from 28 other countries visited 
the Zhukovsky Air Engineering 
Academy and saw jet engines, 
both in their final state and in 
cutaway sections. They also 
saw detailed work being done 
in engine fatigue tests and on 
aerodynamics problems. It ap- 
peared to newsmen that the 
visiting airmen were receiving 
considerable information about 
Russia's air strength both in 
their inspection tours and in 
informal conversations with So- 
viet air officials. 

The visitors were told that all 
students at the academy are 
military officers. Among other 
things, the academy gives a 
five-year course in aeronautical 
engineering. 

Twining said afterward that 
this was “the best day I’ve had 
so far” on the tour which be- 
gan last Saturday 

Twining said the academy, 
with 2000 students, is a well- 
balanced institution giving both 
theoretical] and practical train- 
ing.” 

The foreign airmen saw work 
being done on meterological 
problems and on the firing sys- 
tem of bombers, which Twining 
described as “very good.” 

Engines, Weapons Good. 

He said the Soviets displayed 
good fire control equipment, 
Weapons and engines. 

“It's a fine institution,” 

United States Air Chief said 
“The Russians don't go over- 
board on either theory or prac- 
tice but balance both, We 
Americans achieve the same 
thing by other means.” 

Among other things, the vis- 
itors saw cutaway parts of MIG 
19 jets and 1L-28 bombers. They 
also saw three supersonic wind 
tunnels and three low-speed 
wind tunnels, Tw.ning said. 

Newsmen were not permitted 
to enter the academy with the 
visitors on the ground that it 
was a “strictly military show.” 

The academy was named 
after the late Prof. Nikolai 
Zhukovsky. who is listed in the 
Soviet encyclopedia as_ the 
“founder of modern hydro and 
aorodynamics.” 

Visit to Soccer Match. 

The school is located within 
the Moscow city limits. After 
ldnch with faculty members. 
Twining and his group returned 
to the plush Sovietskaya hotel. 
The American delegation, in- 
cluding six Air Force generals, 
will remain in Russia until Sun- 
day when it leaves for the 
United States Air Force base 
in Wiesbaden, Germany. 

Twining and his aides will 
co-ordinate ‘their observations 
there for the Pentagon and for 
President Eisenhower. He indi- 
cated the President would pass 
on some of his findings to the 
American public. 

The Russians have managed 
to unveil a new plane or planes 
on each day of Twining’s visit 
Sunday they displayed seven 
new jets. Yesterday they 
showed Twining three new 
planes including a supersonic 
ground attack jet bomber 

The jet bomber was displayed 
at Kubinka fighter base, 50 
miles from Moscow, one of the 
ring of fighter bases protecting 
the Soviet capital. 

Observers said today the in- 
spection of Kubinka was “the 
closest view anyone of the West 
so far has had of the Soviet 
Union's air power.”

Twining, after looking at the 
Soviet bomber which the Rus- 
sians say flies faster than sound 
said it was a twin-engine, light 
attack bomber. He thought it 
probably was a bit smaller than 
Britain's B-57 Canberra jet 
bomber, but British visitors said 
it looked a little larger than the 
Canberra. 

The foreign military men 
were told the new bomber had 
never been shown before. It 
was not in the annual Soviet 
air show Sunday for which 
Twining came to Russia. 

The United States Air Force 
does not yet have such a super- 
sonic bomber. The speed of 
sound varies from 760 miles an 
hour at sea level to about 663 
miles an hour at altitudes 
above 35,000 feet. 

The visiting officers toured 
the Kubinka air base in Jeeps, 
making only one stop while 
viewing more than 100 planes. 

The stop came when Twin- 
ing was invited by Air Marshal 
Pavel Zhigarev.

WASHINGTON, June. 26— 
The United’ Siates Supreme 


Court came under bitter attack 
today by three Senators who 
accused the majority of the 
high tribunal of handing down 
one “pro-Communist” decision 
after another. 

Participating were Senators 
Karl FE. Mundt of South Dakota 
and Joseph R. McCarthy of 
Wisconsin, Republicans, and 
James ©. Eastland of Missis- 
sippi, a Democrat. 

Eastland and McCarthy were 
the most bitter in their de- 
nunciation, agreeing with each 
other that there was no way of 
explaining some of the court's 
recent decisions except thatethe 
justices were incompetent or 
that there were Communist in- 
fluences working within the 
court. 

The setting for the attack 
was a hearing conducted by 
Eastland before the Senate In- 
ternal Security subcommittee, 
of which the Mississippian. is 
chairman, on three bills in- 
tended to upset a 6-to-3 ruling 
by the court on June 11 that 
the right of the Government 
to fire employes summarily as 
security risks applied only to 
persons holding so-called ‘‘sen- 
sitive” positions 

The bills, written by Mundt, 
McCarthy and Eastland, would 
extend the summary suspension 


procedure to all Government 
employes, whether they hold 
sensitive or non-sentive posi- 
tions 


‘Usurpation of Power.’ 

The three Senators agreed 
wholéheartedly with the thesis 
propounded by Eastland that 
the Supreme Court majority 
“went far beyond its constitu- 
tional powers in concocting its 
own version of the intention of 
Congress” in its June 11 deci- 
sion and that action by Congress 
Was necessary to ‘counteract 
partially this high-handed usur- 
pation of power and negation of 
the legislative wishes of Con- 
gress. 

As the Senators warmed up 
to théir subject, however, they 
became increasingly vehement 
about the court, and Eastland 
and McCarthy paid particular 
attention to Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, an appointee of Presi- 


dent Eisenhower. 
McCarthy has been bitterly 
critical of Warren since he 


wrote the court opinion that the 
Federal Power Commission 
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Efforts to Bar Considération 


of Conflict. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
June 26 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions Security Council today 
rejected a surprise Soviet pro- 
posal that it postpone indefin- 
itely any discussion of the 19- 
month-old Algerian conflict. 

The vote came after France 
called for an immediate de- 
cision to bar all consideration 
of the Algerian problem in the 
ll-nation council. Informed 
quarters said France had 
enough support, including the 
United States and Britain, to 
keep the issue off the Council's 
agenda. 


Only Russia voted in favor 
of an indefinite postponement. 
The United States, Britain, 
France, Belgium, Australia, 
Cuba and Peru voted against it. 
Iran, Yugoslavia and Nationalist 
China abstained. 

The council meeting was 
called at the request of 13 
Asian and Arab countries. They 
declared that the French-Al- 
gerian fighting was becoming 
worse and that urgent action 
Was necessary. 

In opposing putting the ques- 
tion on the agenda, French Del- 
agate Herve Alphand asserted 
that “the French consider Al- 
gerian affairs lie wholly within 
the domestic competence of 
France.” 

Soviet Delegate Arkady A. 
Sobolev opened the session with

He said more time was needed 
for delegates to study the whole 
probiem and that the issue could 
be taken up whenever council 
members felt they were ready 
to consider the problem. 

After the Soviet proposal was 
rejected, Ambassador Djalal 
Abdoh, Iranian representative 
and only member of the Asian- 
Arab group on the council, 
spoke at length in favor of 
taking up the Algerian prob- 
lem. He disputed the French 
contention that the U.N. has 
no jurisdiction over the ques- 
tion. 

France contends Algeria is a 
part of France itself rather than 
a colony and that the Algerian 
problem, therefore, is an inter- 
nal problem. The French dele- 
gation walked out of the U.N. 
General Assembly last fall after 
the Algerian question was 
placed on the agenda. The 
French returned later when the 
issue was dropped without de- 
bate. 

The request for Security 
Council intervention was made 
June 18 by Afghanistan, Egypt, 
Indonesia, Iran, Iraq, Jordan, 
Lebanon, Libya, Pakistan, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Thailand and 
Yemen.

Eastland has been trving to 
ride Warren out of town on a 
rail since he delivered the opin- 
ion outlawing racial segrega- 
tion in public schools.

Mundt charged that the Su- 
preme Court in its June 11 de- 
cision had taken away from the 
President the power to preserve 
the United States in the cold 
war with Communism. 

“The dangerous ones in the 
Government are the ones no 
one suspects,” Mundt. said. 
“They are the messengers, char- 
women and elevator operators. 
I hope someone pastes that in 
the hats of the members of the 
court and the members of Con- 
gress.” 


TALKS WITH REDS 


Wants Adenauer to Ask 
Russia to Release 
East Zone in Trade 
for Neutral Germany. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP) 
—Senator Flanders (Rep.) of 
Vermont proposed today that 
West Germany open direct ne- 
gotiations with Moscow for Ger- 
man reunification. 

He conceded in a speech pre- 
pared for the Senate that this 
was a ‘drastic’ suggestion at 
direct variance with Eisenhower 
Administration policy. 

Flanders proposed that Chan- 
cellor Adenauer of West Ger- 
many be encouraged to ask 
Russia to release puppet East 
Germanv in exchange “for a 
united Germany which agrees 
to be unarmed and neutral, but 
is otherwise free.” 

Flanders said it “may seem 
strange’ to advocate such a 
course close on the heels of 
Adenauer’s Washington visit 
in which German rearmament 


and reunification were reaf- 
firmed as prime goals of the 
two countries. Adenauer also 


pledged anew that he would not 
discuss reunification with Mos- 
cow unless the United States. 
Britain and France also took 


part in the talks. 
Flanders declared rearma- 
ment and reunion are ‘‘prac- 


tically imcompatible.” Also, he 
said, German rearmament “does 
not fit into the aspirations of 
the German people” and “it 


does arouse the fears of our 
allies.” 

“Why did we ever believe 
that the Soviet government 


could be persuaded to release 


East Germany to a rearmed 
Western Germany?” Flanders 
asked. “‘Russia fears a rearmed 


enemy, and nothing we can say 
or do will remove that fear so 
long aS we are pressing re- 
armament.” . 

Flanders said that as early as 
September 1954 he suggested 
“the usefulness of an unarmed, 
neutral, reunited Germany.” 
But when he broached the idea 
to the State Department, he 
said, “I found our rearmament 
policy so firmly entrenched that 
it could not be reconsidered.” 

Flanders proposed that the 
Soviets “withdraw completely 
from East Germany as we with- 
draw from the West,” and he 
added: “The terms of union 
must be left to the freely 


elected representatives of East 
‘and West Germany.”

One of the municipal parking 
garage bills would provide for 
condemnation of land in the 
block surrounded by Cestnut, 
Pine and Sixth streets and 
Broadway. A five-story garage 
with a capacity of 823 outo- 
mobiles is proposed for the site 
at a cost of about $2,700,000. 

The other bill would author- 
ize condemnation of most of 
the land in the block bounded 
by Delmar boulevard, Lucas 
avenue, and Eighth and Ninth 
streets. A garage is proposed 
for the area which would ac- 
commodate 642 cars at an ap- 
proximate cost of $1,830,000. 

A public hearing on the bills 
was held last Friday by the al- 
dermanic zoning committee. 
The measures were strongly 
supported by the Mayor and a 
delegation of business men and 
merchants, and were opposed 
by operators of private parking 
lots and another merchants’ 
group. 

Rat Control Bill. 

Other bills on which Mayor 
Tu¢ker said he hoped the alder- 
men would take final action in- 
cluded a measure to give the 
City Health Commissioner dis- 
cretionary powers in enforcing 
the rat-control program.

Still Voting in Glendale 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Recent political events in Glen- 
dale raise an interesting general 
question regarding local govern- 


ment’s responsibility to its voters. 

On May 22 Glendale voters, after 
extensive public discussion of the 
issue, went to the polls in a record 
turnout and defeated a proposal to 
acquire and develop a park. 

The opposition carried the day 
primarily on the grounds that the 
project's cost was exorbitant, par- 
ticularly in view of the impover- 
ished financial condition of this 
sinall tax-ridden municipality. 

Scarcely a week had elapsed after 
this election defeat when a group of 
die-hards appeared before the Board 
of Aldermen with a petition in favor 
of resubmitting to the voters sub- 
stantially the same proposition, on 
which they had managed to get 
merely about the same number of 
signatures as the number who had 
voted Yes on the defeated issue. In 
earnest conclave the Board of Alder- 
men promptly accepted this petition, 
publicly announced in effect that 
they considered it a mandate from 
the people for a new election. 

To say that an essentially new is- 
sue is involved for the voters’ con- 
sideration merely because the orig- 
inal package deal is now to be of- 
fered on a split basis—(a) acquisi- 
tion of the site, ‘b) ultimate improve- 
ment of the site—is false and mis- 


leading. 
If the voters had just defeated a 
proposal for a new highway, could 


any fair-minded person describe as 
new and different its resubmission 
on a split basis—-(a) acquisition of 
right-of-way, (b) paving same” 

A right-of-way without pavement 
{is in¢aningless; so is a park site with 
no inmiprovements. 

Putting aside all legalities, has 
any board of a'dermen the moral 
right to send its citizenry trudging 
back to the polis for a revote on es- 
sentially the same issue, just de- 
feated in an honest election by a 
record turnout of voters, on no 
other grounds than a petition signed 
by approximately the same number 
as previously voted for the defeated 
issue? 

If local officials need not be re- 
sponsive to the will of the voters, to 
whom are they responsible anyway”

Gen. Twining in Moscow 


Nikita S. Khrushchev has a facility for convert- 
ing practically anything into grist for his propa- 
ganda mill. So the ebullient first secretary of 
the Communist party is running true to form 
in seeking to capitalize on the visit of United 
States Air Force officers to Soviet Russia. 

Khrushchev is utilizing the 7-day visit of 
Gen. Nathan F. Twining, tne Air Force chief of 
staff, and his accompanying officers to promote 
the idea that Soviet Russia is far more peaceful- 
minded than is the United States. The Soviet 
leader said that competition between the United 
States and Russia should be peaceful instead of 
military. That is correct, and the United States 
has advanced plans to that effect only to have 
Russia find them unsatisfactory. . 

Gen. Twining, who has long had a reputation 
at home of being a good diplomat as well as a 
good airman, maintained that reputation in 
Muscow. He said, in brief, that the United States 
well knew what war was, that the nation had 
demobilized drastically after World War II only 
to run into the Korean war and was not going 
to “disarm again until we are certain of world- 
wide armaments control.” 

That seems a straightforward reply and one 
that should be an effective counter to Moscow's 
hopes of dismantling American military alliances 
that were built up to guard against the threat 
of Soviet aggression. Firmness also was exhib- 
ited in the American delegation’s refusal to 
drink a toast to Red China. Any possible sting 
should have been removed by Ambassador 
Charles E. Bohlen’s explanation to Marshal 
Zhukov that it was impossible for the Americans 
to participate in such a toast. 

It is to be hoped this visit. to Moscow will 
prove the commencement of a series of visits 
between other officers and officials of both na- 
tions. If a series of military and technical mis- 
sion exchanges should prove to be the first step 


in a pilot disarmament inspection plan, that 
would be @ great achievement. 
Yet for all this to materialize, the Soviets 


must show the Americans at least enough to jus- 
tify their present visit. Thus far the Russians 
have shown some new warplanes but British 
officers call the showing ‘‘a child's guide to the 
Soviet Air Force.” But Mr. Khrushchev did add 
that he would “show our bombers and our mis- 
siles if you will show us yours.” The latest 
dispatches from Moscow indicate that thére is 
reason to believe that the curtain may be lifted 
here and there. 

It may even be that Gen. Twining will learn 
such things as why the Russian equivalent of 
the American B-52 intercontinental bomber is 
able to fly on only four jet engines while the 
B-52 requires eight jets. Certainly the report 
that Gen. Twining will submit to President 
Eisenhower and the National Security Council 
will be awaited with deep interest. In addition 
to its primary military value, it will have im- 
portance as a possible means of promoting better 
understanding between two powerful nations 
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Present and Accounted For 

Goodwin J. Knight tells a revealing story 
of how three men directed the choice of Cali- 
fprnia’s delegates to the Republican National 
Convention. Gov. Knight told reporters at the 
Governor's conference in Atlantic City that he, 
Senator Knowland and Vice President Nixon 
each picked 22 delegates. And one of Mr. Nix- 
on’s assistants in picking the delegates was 
Murray Chotiner.

Mr. Chotiner as a political advisor. Yet Gov 
Knight says he “is still active politically.”

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Toll Road Disappointment 

The Ohio Turnpike has cut its truck rates by 
25 to 30 per cent. The hope is to attract more 
trucks. Trucks are a main source of revenue 
needed to pay off private turnpike bonds, but 
truckers have been staying away from the Ohio 
Turnpike in droves and using free roads in- 
stead. This experience, plus the imminent pas- 
sage of a huge federal highway building pro- 
gram, suggests that other states ought to recon- 
sider toll road programs. Illinois already has 
floated bonds for turnpikes in the Chicago area 
so it may be too late to turn back from the 
costly project. But Missouri, having refused to 
rush into toll road planning, can afford a long 
objective look at the turnpike bubble, 
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An ‘Inside’ Furore 

Senator McClellan is barking up the wrong 
tree. The chairman of the Senate investigations 
subcommittee apparently hopes to make an 
issue out of a forthcoming book purporting 
to tell “The Inside Story” of the Eisenhower 
Administration 

The author, Reporter Robert J. Donevan of 
the New York Herald Tribune, ts believed to 
have had access to confidential records of Cabi- 
net meetings and White House staff conferences. 
Senator McClellan calls this material “similar” 
to that which the Administration has refused 
to make available to his subcommittee. The 
Arkansas Sgnator invited a White House aid, 
Maxwell Rabb, secretary to the Cabinet, to ex- 
plain why information voluntarily given to a 
reporter should not be given on demand to 
Congress. 

Mr. Rabb has just declined to appear before 
the committee. But the Administrator has a 
perfectly good answer if it wishes to speak. 
It could say that it makes all the difference 
whether Executive papers and documents are 
published willingly, or by congressional fiat 
A long line of Presidents has successfully re- 
sisted efforts to establish congressional domi- 
nance over the Executive branch in this field. 
The precedents are abundant and the authorities 
clear. Under our constitutional separation of 
powers the President is not accountable to Con- 
gress in this way. 

Whether an Administration chooses to pub- 
lish what Congress cannot compel it to publish 
is a matter of discretion. In this case it seems 
clear that somebody in the White House thought 
some fine campaign propaganda could be made 
by giving a competent newsman access to cer- 
tain papers, Perhaps it will not turn out that 
way. Perhaps Mr. Donovan's account, if truly 
objective and impartial, may give material to 
the critics as well as the enthusiasts of the 
Eisenhower» Administration. 

That is for readers of -the book to judge. 
Meanwhile this Administration can be expected 
to do what every predecessor has done—try to 
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make the best possible case for itself before 
the voters. While some of Mr. Donovan's pro- 
fessional competitors may grumble at the privi- 
lege accorded him, they will have to admit that 
this is not exactly new. Does no one remember 
William Hillman, whose “Mr. President” ‘was 
based on confidential Truman material which 
nobody else saw? 

Mr. Hillman and his publisher unquestionably 
would have been happy to get as much advance 
publicity as Mr. Donovan and his publisher are 
getting. 
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Is the Panama Trip Necessary? 

Prime Minister Nehru’s consideration for the 
health of President Eisenhower will be much 
appreciated. The Indian leader himself suggested 
that his White Hlouse talks, scheduled to start 
July 7, be postponed so as not to jeopardize 
the President's complete recovery. This has now 
been done and no subsequent time has been set 
since the scheduling of talks running five to six 
hours on major Asian problems must await a 
revival in Mr. Eisenhower's strength. 

As for the trip to Panama City, July 21-22, an- 
nounced at the same time the Nehru talks were 
postponed, that has every appearance of being 
an unnecessary waste of President Eisenhower's 
time and energy. 

Were the President well and strong it would 
be fine for him to go almost to the equator to 
visit with the chiefs of other American repub- 
lies. The idea of such a meeting is splendid. 

But whether the President went by sea or air, 
the trip weuld employ some strength that he 
needs to devote to the serious business of 
catching up on the accumulation of White House 
work. Moreover it would seem that he could 
find a more suitable place to visit in midsum- 
mer than the heat of the tropics. 

A much sounder plan would be for the Presi- 
dent to go to his favored retreat, Camp David, 
in the Maryland mountains, where he could rest 
and also receive Government officials and 
dig into the tasks ahead of him. As for the 
Panama meeting, let him send Vice President 
Nixon or Secretary of State Dulles or his broth- 
er, Milton Eisenhower, who made a tour of 
South America early in the Administration 

The Panama trip announcement has every 
appearance of being intended to blanket the 
postponement of the talks with Prime Minister 
Nehru. But whatever its purpose it ought to be 
reconsidered. It sounds most ill-advised. 
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Enough Talk on Parking 

Alderman James W. Noonan and members of 
his zoning committee ought to act quickly and 
favorably on Mayor Tucker's downtown parking 
bills. The evidence on the measures is in. It is 
now time for action. 

The commercial operators flourished the same 
old tired arguments at the aldermanic hearing 
They contend that there are enough parking 
spaces downtown and that they have plans for 
increases in capacity when demand justifies it. 

The first part of that argument raises a ques- 
tion of fact that can be rather easily determined 
The city is under no obligation to take the word 
of those with a vested interest in “proving” that 
parking needs are being met It can see for 
itself, and that is exactly what it has done. 

Using public funds appropriated by the Alder- 
men, the Municipal Off-Street Parking Commis- 
sion hired a New York consulting firm to sur- 
vey downtown's parking needs. Contrary to the 
self-serving “facts” of the commercial parking 
operators, the consultants found a substantial 
shortage of downtown parking space. The bills 
are the city’s reaction to that shortage 

Corroborative evidence of the correctness of 
the city’s need for additional parking facilities 
is the attitude of downtown business men. Not 
only do they assert the need; they have agreed 
to take a $1,000,000 second mortgage on the 
proposed garage facilities. They have put their 
money on the line 

The downtown parking situation is clear and 
simple. The commercial operators are unwilling 
to meet the need. The city has no choice but to 
fill the void. 

The sooner Alderman Noonan and his col- 
leagues report out the parking bills the sooner 
the city can begin meeting that responsibility. 
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Throw a Tear at Ticker-Tape 

Ticker tape, which greeted Lone Eagle Charles 
A. Lindbergh .and Channel Swimmer Gertrude 
Ederle and Queen Marie of Romania on their 
triumphant rides up Broadway, is running out, 
a victim of technological unemployment, just 
when it had become an indispensable part of 
the American scene With the advances that 
have come about in electronics the New York 
Stock Exchange now flashes stock prices on a 
board instead of ticking them off on tape. Only 
a thin trickle of tape, relatively speaking, still 
comes from tickers used as reserves. 

How, then, are there to be showers of ticker- 
tape, the expected salute to distinguished visit- 
ors from abroad? The State Department worried 
about this, and its worries came to a boil when 
Prime Minister John A. Costello of Ireland re- 
ceived what was generally regarded as a recep- 
tion deficient in warmth. Very little ticker tape. 
So the State Department got in touch with the 
New York City Department of Commerce and 
Public Events, which in turn got in touch with 
the Stock Exchange, which by saving up sup- 
plied ticker tape for the visit of President Su- 
karno of Indonesia. It had to be delivered to the 
office buildings along the parade route by the 
very Department of Sanitation which would later 
clean it up. after, of course, it had been thrown 
at President Sukarno. 

It seems, at best, a premeditated and cold- 
blooded substitute. Ticker tape growing natural- 
ly, so to speak, along the canyons of Lower 
Broadway, like edelweiss, gathered impetuously 
from baskets and flung with impromptu aban- 
don—that is one thing. Ticker tape delivered 
and flung with planned enthusiasm is another. 

As ticker tape goes the way of the great auk 
down the dim and dusty road to obsolescence, 
some new way of hailing the conquering hero 
or heroine is simply going to have to be thought 
up. Between them, the State Derartment and 
the City Department of Commerce and Public 
Events surely ought to be able to manage it. 
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Send Them the Bill 

A new ordinance enabling the city to collect 
for cutting weeds on dilatory owners’ proper- 
ties has filled a long-felt need of hay-fever and 
allergy victims in general. Hitherto municipal 
drives on weeds have been handicapped by lack 
of a means for enforcing collection. Now the 
bill for the cost of cutting can be made a lien 
against the property 

We hope the city authorities will use their 
new power with vigor and determination. Weeds 
can be a public nuisance, and a menace to pub- 
lic health. They are bad neighbors. and so are 
property-owners who permit them to grow 
uncontrolled. se 

Innumerable sufferers from respiratory trou- 
bles affected by pollens will thank the city for 
enforcement of the new lien ordinance.

The intemperate criticism of the Su- 
preme Court that is heard so frequently 
these days is a reflection of the emo- 
tionalism that has grown up around 
many public issues. 


Some men in public life are not will- 
ing to discuss court decisions on their 
legal merits. father, they fly to the 
ridiculous conclusion that members of 
the high tribunal have been  brain- 
washed or influenced’ by subversive 
propaganda. 


Such far-fetched charges can ordi- 
narily be dismissed as the product of 
anger or imaginations running riot. But 
the prevalence of such charges in recent 
weeks must be a matter of concern to 
thoughtful citizens who place a high 
value on the judicial process. 


Undoubtedly much of this criticism 
stems from the Supreme Court's deci- 
sions in the segregation cases. Some 
men who do not like those decisions 
have deliberately set out to discredit 
the Court which handed them down. 


In other instances, however, the at- 
tacks upon the Court are much broader 
than the segregation issue. The coun- 
try’s noisiest superpatriots are firing 
recklessly at the Court because many of 
its decisions are out of tune with their 
schemes and objectives. 


Criticism of the Court is not, of 
course, anything new in American hié- 
tory. The Court over which Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall presided came in for much 
abuse from the Jefferson Administra- 
tion and its successors. The Taney 
Court was much abused, and Lincoln 
became the chief critic of the Dred 
Scott decision in the pre-Civil War pe- 
riod. During the ‘30s the Court 
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came under severe attack for 
called anti-New Deal decisions. 


Fortunately, the Court survived all 
these and other assaults because of its 
high standing with the rank and file of 
the people. No doubt it will continue 
to do so if the people are kept aware 
of what it bas done and why. 


Most of the present criticism seems 
to be based on the mistaken notion 
that the Court is a kind of judicial slot 
machine which, when a case is present- 
ed to it, merely grinds out the appro- 
priate precedent by which it should be 
decided. To be sure, the Court does 
give weight to precedent. But it is also 
constantly engaged in a re-examination 
of principles and legal relationships to 
keep its interpretation of the law in 
tune with present realities. 


Our constitutional system could 
scarcely be expected to outlast a gener- 
ation if our judicial system did not have 
within it sufficient flexibility to correct 
its own past mistakes and to look at the 
law as an instrument serving a dynamic 
society. 

It would be foolish to pretend that 
the Court is infallible. This newspaper 
often criticizes decisions of the Court 
and will continue to do so. But we re- 
spect the integrity of the Justices. We 
believe they voice their honest views of 
what the Constitution and the laws re- 
quire, and that is the acid test of an in- 
dependent court. 

No court will ever fully satisfy a 
country as large and varied as ours. 
But critics ought to voice their com- 
plaints in a spirit of respect for the 
institution itself; for the preservation 
of a strong and independent Supreme 
Court is one of the basic requirements 
of our federal system.

The stories are comparable even {n 
shortcomings.

Safely away from capture and 
abuse. a soldier such as Geff would 
probably hide out indefinitely. Simflar- 
ly, a man in the grip of a Baker-size 
fear probably would not conquer it in 
the course of a single day’s skirmish 

Except for the passages devoted to 
Goff's stay in the jungle, the book deals 
with the more conventional aspects of 
Army life. Davis's version makes no at- 
tempt to conceal the elemental raw- 
ness of war situations. He writes in 
true “dog face” idiom with an overlay 
of sweat and blood.

TO DELVE INTO OLD 
[7YSTERY KILLING 


A mystery involving the death 
of a Swedish religious leader 
in Illinois more than a hundred 
years ago will be investigated 
by a Stockholm school teacher, 
Miss Karin Frorsberg, who vis- 
ited City Art Museum yester- 
day as the guest of Mrs. Edwin 
Grossman, of the museum's 
educational department. 

Miss Frorsberg, 34 years old, 
is in this country on a fellow- 
ship grant from. the University 
of Stockholm to look into the 
history of the old Bishop Hill 
Colony, a group of 1500 Swe- 
dish immigrants who settled be- 
tween Peoria end Rock Island 
in the period after 1846 

The immigrants were victims 
of religious persecution in Swe- 
den, Miss Frorsberg said. They 
were led by Eric Janson, who 
was shot and killed by one of 


the colonists in 1850. The col- 
ony went out of existence in 
1860 and the site now is a 
State park 


One of Miss Frorsberg’s first 
projects in connection with her 
historical investigation will be 
to check old records at the state 
capital in Springfield, in an ef- 
fort to throw light on the cir- 
cumstances of Janson’'s death.

More than 45,000 persons 
viewed “The Family of Man” 
exhibition of photographs dur- 
ing its three-week showing at 
City Art Museum, officials of 
the museum said today. The ex- 
hibit opened June 4 and closed 
last night. 

Attendance at the museum 
was estimated to have been 
about 1500 a day higher than 
normal during the time “The 
Family of Man” was on view, 
officials said. Nearly 100 per- 
sons were waiting to get in 
when the museum opened yes- 
terday. 

The exhibition, which was 
sponsored by the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York, in- 
cluded 503 photographs by 273 
photographers from 68 coun- 
tries. They were selected by 
Edward Steichen, internation. 
ally known photographer. The 
exhibit was brought to St. Louis 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

Total attendance at the mu- 
seum in the three-week period 
was 45,015 persons. The at- 
tendance yesterday was 3174, 
unusually high for a Monday, 
a museum spokesman said. 

Steichen chose the theme of 
the show, and organized panels 
dealing with such basic sub- 
jects as birth, courtship, mar- 
riage, work, play and death. 
The theme has been described 


as “the universal oneness of 
human beings all over the 
world.” 


When the exhibition was first 
shown at.the Museum of -Mod- 
ern Art from Jam 25 to May 8, 
1955, it was seen by 270,000 
persons. Last July, at the 
Corcoran Gallery in Washing- 
ton, it broke records for a 
single exhibition at that mu- 
seum.

Treasurer Rejects Re- 
quest of Democratic 
Candidate for Nomi- 
nation for Governor.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 26 
Immediate action by State 
Treasurer G. Hubert Bates to 
collect interest on state deposits 
in banks, instead of waiting for 
voter action in November on a 
constitutional amendment to 
that end, was urged today by 
Charlies A. 
Groves, candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor. 

Lee, in a letter sent to Bates, 
outlined steps he said Bates 
could take to hasten a decision 
on the question whether the 
state now is legally barred from 
collecting interest on its de- 
posits in banks. 

The state currently has about 
$140,000,000 on deposit in 271 
Missouri banks. No interest is 
paid on these funds. 

Bates Replies. 

Bates said today he had no 
authority to act, as suggested 
by Lee, until the Constitution 
is amended. “Action by me as 
State Treasurer can and will be 
taken when the Constitution 
and the laws of the state per- 
mit,” he said. 

Lee said the situation of the 
state collecting no interest on 
its funds in banks, exists now 
“largely by default with only 
the opinion of the 
general rendered more than 10 
years ago, to support it.” 

This reference was to an 
opinion by former Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor, holding 


that provisions of the 1945 Con- | 


stitution, concerning state de- 
posits, would not authorize 
collection of interest. The funds 
are in demand deposits 

Federal and state banking 
laws do not authorize bank in- 
terest on demand deposits, 
which may be withdrawn at 
any time. 

Lee said Bates could ask the 
present Attorney General, John 
M. Dalton, for a new opinion 
since conditions had changed 
in 10 years; or he could ask the 
Missouri Supreme court for a 
declaratory judgement 

As another move, he suggest- 
ed Bates ask banks to bid on 
state deposits of funds that will 
not be needed in the next 
three or six months 

Objectors Could Sue. 

“If anyone objected to such 
procedure he could bring the 
matter into court,” Lee said 

The whole legal question, he 
said, turned on the meaning of 
the word “demand” as used in 
the state deposit provisions in 
the Constitution. Lee asserted 
the word, as used, referred to 
the official with authority to 
withdraw the state funds, and 
not the class of deposit. 

“The practice of using the 
resources of the state for the 


benefit of a few should not be | 


eondoned,” Lee said, in ref- 
erence to the depositories, se- 
lected by the state treasurer

Doctor Speaks at Meeting 
of Gerontological 
Foundation. 


Although aging people are 
supposed to be grown up in 
actions, many who seek medical 


advice are emotionally imma- 
ture, Dr. Edward J. Stieglitz 
told the Gerontological Re- 


search Foundation last night at 
a meeting at Missouri Athletic 
Club. 

Stieglitz, a Washington (D.C.) 
physician and medical lecturer, 
said too many older persons use 
their age as an excuse for re- 
fusing to be responsible for 
themselves. 

Older persons, even those who 
are partially disabled, should 
always strive to take care of 
themselves, he declared, point- 
ing out that the more older peo- 
ple who care for themselves the 
more facilities will be available 
to help the totally disabled 

Clinical Problems. 


The 57-year-old geriatrician 


said his three greatest clinical 
problems are stupidity, misin- 
formation and immaturity. “Too 
many patients dont know they 
need care, or are too stubborn 
to learn they must change their 
way of life as they get older.” 


Older persons generally like | 


to be around people; they need 
recreational centers to pass the 
time often left free by prema- 
ture or involuntary retirement, 
Stieglitz asserted. He said they 
also had to guard against over- 
ly-solicitous care from relatives, 
who sometimes make older per- 
sons become overly-dependent.

The New Man in Marilyn s Life 


NEW YORK (UP). 

HE new man in Marilyn 

Monroe’s life is an intense, 

tall, intellectual type who 
long ago became resigned to 
people telling him he looks like 
a eee Abraham Lin- 
coln. 


He is Arthur Miller, 41, a 
playwright best known for his 
“Death of a Salesman,” which 
won him a Pulitzer Prize in 
1949 and earned some $250,000 
for him which has been helpful 
in view of subsequent plays 
which were not box office hits. 


Miller, who announced that 
he and Marilyn will be married 
next month, met the movie star 
in New York when she was first 
entering her own intellectual or 
“Brothers Karamazov” phase 
after walking out on her Hol- 
lywood studio and divorcing 
baseball great Joe DiMaggio. 


Miller could hardly be more 
the opposite of the athletic but 
phiegmatic DiMaggio. Miller 
once summed up a bit of his 
philosophy by writing: 


“We must be a terribly lonely 
people, cut off from each other 
by such massive pretense or 
self-sufficiency, machined down 
so fine we hardly touch any 
more. We are trying to save 
ourselves separately and that is 
immoral, that is the corrosive 
among us.”
